ind life 


This appetite lor eloquence, working 


with other tendencies of the age, has 
helped to make the preaching in this 
country dramatic and entertaining, but 
m large measure unspiritnal

calamity, a tendency opposed to the in- 
terests of religion, adapted to weaken 
and subvert it, and to lead the people 
who are influenced by it into a region 
where religion will be impossible or re

H. Collins, the Inspecting Officer, whom 
a Vigilance Committee compelled to flee 
from Lagrange, Tenn., arrived this 
morning. 
He walked from Moscow, 


Tenn., to Burton Station, a distance of 
thirty-three miles, without food, as at 
every station he passed he was met by 
armed men, who warned him to proceed 
on his journey. The shot-gun quaran- 
tine that was enforced against him is 
more severe than is that of the State 
Board of Health. Another instance of 
the fear of the people in the adjacent 
country of the fever being brought in 
their midst is given in the case of H. C. 
Wehrum, who died last Friday of yellow 
fever at Lucy station, twelve miles 
north of Memphis, on the Paducah 
Railroad. Mr. Wehrnm had fled from 
this city six days previous to his being 
taken ill, but the disease had been con 
tracted before leaving, and he sickened 
and died.

OBITUARY—MAJ. SHKRIUAN WAIT. 


A brief dispatch in Friday morning's 


Tribune announced the death at Lead- 
ville, Colorado, the day previous, of Ma- 
jor Sheridan Wait, awell-kuown resident 
of this city. Mr. Wait was born in Wash- 
ingtoji county. New York, in 1828, where 
be was educated and read law. Shortly 
after reaching his majority he moved to 
Tennessee, where he was engaged in 
school-teaching for a year or two. Be- 
coming tired of this occupation he pulled 
up stakos and moved northward, pitching 
bis tent in Decatur, III., where he resum- 
ed the practice of law by entering into 
partnership with Judge Emerson. Two 
years later he formed a professional alli- 
ance with Senator Oglesby, which lasted 
until the breaking out of tbe War, when 
both gentlemen entered the army. And 
when Oglesby was appointed to tbe com- 
mand of a brigade, Mr. Wait was com- 
missioned Assistant Adjutant-General, 
with the rank of Major. On the close of 
the war Major Wait returned to. Decatur 
and resumed the practice of his profess- 
ion. In 1871 he came to this city and em- 
barked in tbe real estate business, being 
•t the time of hfa deem** President of 
the Chicago and Calumet Dock Company, 
a position which he ably filled for four 
years. 


Major Wait was always an active, 


though in one sense not a prominent, pol- 
itician. In early life he was of the Dem- 
ocratic persuasion, add just before the 
war was elected Mayor of Decatur on tbe 
Union ticket. When the first gun was 
fired on Fort Sumptcr his duty became 
plain. He joined the Republican party 
and became one of its staunchest and 
truest supporters. For six years he was 
a member of the Republican State Cen- 
tral Committee, and had much to do witti 
shaping its course and destiny. He serv- 
ed one term as Canal Commissioner. 


In private life he was a quiet, unas 


sumiug 
gentleman, possessing all tbe 


qualities of mind and heart which mudc 
his presence enjoyable to those by whom 
he was surrounded, and iu bis death the 
state loses an upright, honest, and patri- 
otic ciliy.ru.

what is called eloquent preaching. The 
common American idea of pulpit elo- 
quence is low unJ sensational. It means 
chiefly a rapid and emphatic utterance 
of sonorous Bontonoes, with something 
extreme, paradoxical, and violent in the 
thought presented, though not much 
thought is required. 
People demand 


of tho preacher that he shall arouse and 
excite them, and they enjoy with a kind 
of ToJuptuoueneas tho temporary stim- 
ulus and thrill of emotion which the 
preaching causes. 
It rejulta from the 


laws'of~in6trtal Motion that preaching ol 
this kind does not inspire conneiontious- 
n««s, i,or tend to practice moral activ- 
ity.

mental conditions which arc extremely 
unfavorable to spirituality of character 
and life. 


This appetite lor eloquence, working 


with other tendencies of the age, has 
helped la make tho preaching in this 
country dramatic and entertaining, but 
in large measure unspiritual.

think, can be rightly regarded only as a 
calamity, a tendency opposed to the in- 
terests of religion, adapted to weaken 
nnd subvert it, and to lend the people 
who are influenced by it into a region 
whore religion will be impossible or re- 
garded as unnecessary. 
This is one of 


thn moat important among the unfavor- 
able tendencies of tho age. 
It hns mndo 


preaching "more interesting and 
al- 


Irnctivo lo the masses," but this has 
been accomplished by sacrificing much 
that is essential in religion itself.
